The 
orders for foreign export are such as will prolw- 
bly bold np all classes of tol>acco selling below 
Sc., while it is bard to predict any future for the 
beat qualities. 

Beporta from the conntry are. lavorabia lar a» 
ordinary crop, as the ietttng is about eavplalsd 
and weather favorable for ita growth.
